Wehrum, Pa., Juno 23. — As a resuU 
of ah explosion of gas In mine number 
four of the Lackawanna Coal and Coke 
Company, shortly after seven o'clock 
this niorniiiB, seventeen minors were 
killed and sixteen Injured. With the 
exception of one, those killed were for- 
eigners. 

Willi few exceptions, those injured 
wore .'Vmcrlcans. All will probably re- 
cover. 

Inspector Williams, of Altoona, en- 
tered the mine shortly after elglit 
o'clock tonight for tlie purpose of as- 
certaining whether anyone was yet 
entombed. 

"The mine lias been so free from 
gas for the past six years," said Sup- 
erintendent Johnson, tonlRht, "that the 
state inspectors have permitted the use 
of open lamps. With seventeen dead 
and sixteen Injured. I am of .the opin- 
ion that every one has bcen accounted 
for." 

The mine has only been operating 
two days a week, Tuesday and Friday. 
Those on the day shift have been en- 
tering the shaft for coal for family use. 

Grouped around , the mouth of the 
mine just before the explosion were 
sevorai Iiallan.s. When the terrible 
upheaval of rock and' deadly fjas 
spouted skyward they %vero caught. 
Terribly maimed and burnt they rush- 
ed about the settlements crying • for 
aid. The cries and the sound of lilss- 
ing escaping- gas at the mine entrance 
brought the entire town to the scone. 
Superintendent Johnson, backed by tlie 
ofllco force of the company, stood at 
the mine entrance and held buck the 
frantic women whose relations were 
entombed. ' • . • • 

The flr:8t -man tq,' re'atih the surface 
was A. li.i Johnston;' son of the super- 
intendent There were burns ^on his 
arms. body, ahd'jieck. and tonight it 
Is stated that he had Inhaled flames. 
Uf is one of tha f e\v seriously Injured. 
i'"'ollowlne the superintendent's son 
came two Italians, their faces burned 
to a crisp. 'Superintendent Johnson 
called for volumeers to enter the mine. 
Tn the volunteer ranks stood' even wo- 
men. These ■were ordered back. Witli 
wet handkerchiefs tied over their faces, 
the first of the relief party started 
down the shaft. Ot the eight who 
started four came back almost .senso- 
los.s. The others, overcome with the 
black damp, were pulled to the sur- 
face with ropes. A second and third 
party entered only to bo driven back. 

Oxygen sent by the Cambria steel 
works aided the searchers, and with 
safety helmets on the rescue party suc- 
ceeded in bringing twelve bodies to the 
surface. Late in the afternoon flvo 
more bodies were reroyered. In twos 
and threes the Injured were found and 
lifted to the mouth of the' mine .-md 
ha.stily taken to a temporary hospital. 

Late tonight all but two rooms of il;p 
mine had been thoroughly senrcbrd, 
and It was announced that it w.is 
tliought no more bodies were In the 
mine.

ber to the house rate of ?1 per 1,000. 
This wa.s generally rccoKiilzed as a 
test proposition, as s.awed lumber li.is 
I been the bone of contention from the 
■ beginning. The North Dakota soau- 
tor dill not find It worth vvliilo to en- 
ter Into aii.x- argument in support of lil.s 
lirovlsions, hut permitted it to go (11- 
rectly to a vote. 

The result was against him, and was 
another triumph for Aldrich rates, the 
vote standing 24 In favor and H 
against the reduced rate.

Tho pro- 
fessor did not mince words in making 
it very clear to the board that inatant 
measures would liave to bo taken to 
prevent great loss to tlio city, and he 
stated that tlie work of erecting threo 
sub-stations and rebondlng tho street 
cur rails siiould be gone on with day 
and night until completed. 

The series of photograplis exhibit- 
ed by the jirofessor illustrated witli 
startling, effect the serious manner in 
wliieli the water mains were being 
damaged, and several maps which he 
produced showed thai the current was 
escaping from the rail joints at a 
rate which If not immediately check- 
ed would soon affect the mains In the 
central portion , of; the city-.— if, , Indeed, 
those were ; hot': already ^ damia.ged.> .

Condemnation of the contract sys- 
tem and enthusiastic ajiproval of tho 
day labor system of work on public 
imdertaklnKs was expressed by those 
In attendance at the public meeting 
held last night at the city hall under 
the auspices of the Trades and Labor 
Council for the purpose of discussing 
the reliitive morlLs of the two sys- 
tems. The meeting, called to protest 
against the action of the city in 
adopting . contract work on some of 
tho civic works, wjis well attended 
though there was plenty of room for 
others a circumstance which led J. C. 
Waters, president of the Trades and 
Labor Council, to remark that if the 
working men of the city failed to 
have their wishes , met In, this par- 
ticular case tliey' w.duld 'only; have 
themselves .to ,blani^ With lihe ex- 
ception of ' one- Indfvldual who would 
persist In -asking '(Tuesttons which ap- 
peared to smacK of pro-contract 
Ideas, there was no one present .to 
urge the' contract side of the ques- 
tion. The mayor and aldermen had 
been Invited to be present, but with 
the exception of Aid. Henderson, act- 
ing mayor, who turned up late, aiid 
Aid. Bishop, who sent a letter of re- 
gret at not being able to attend, the 
civic representatives ignored the In- 
vitation, 

Support Day Labor ' 

After several Individuals had spoken 
the following resolution was unani- 
mously passed without a dissenting 

voice: 

Whereas, the city council has de- 
cided to have certain of the street 
work already outlined done by con- 
tract, and 

Whereas, the adoption of that policy 
will have the tendcncj,- to abolisii 
the system of da.v labor, which hu» 
been In practiso for several years, and 
which has been conspicuously suc- 
cessful by Kiving the city the best 
quality of work at h^ss cost than 
same would have been done by con- 
tract, besides i)roviding resident citi- 
zens and brc'ad - winni-'i's with more 
contituKHis employment and better 
working conditions ttum they could 
have expected htid the works in 
ijuestion been done by contract; and 

Whereas, the introduction of con- 
tracts in works of this kind, and its 
natural and conacfiuent oxlenslon In 
other departments of civic works, will 
have, among Its evil results, the fol- 
lowing objectionable features: 

1, The absorption of the possible 
prolits from the work to bo clone, by 
a third ijarty', instead of allowing 
.same to be divided between the clt.V 
and the workmen, 

2, The elimination from city em- 
ployment of the elderly and p.tst the 
prime of life working men, and their 
places taken by younger, 'but import- 
ed and more precariously employed 
workers, resulting in the creation of 
a reserve of unemployed resident citi- 
zens who will Be compelled to offer 
their services for lower pay, thus 
bringing about a process of falling 
wages. The resultant suffering aiid 
want will, for the most, be l)orn by 
the reHldenl working population of 
the city. 

3, I'he exposing of the city to iin- 
expecled aiul exorbitant charges for 
contingi'iU and extr.a work, as well as 
llie cvrr threatening danger of litiga- 
lioiis with tlieir allendent costs and 
delays. Therefore lie It 

Rcsr.lved, that this public meeting 
of citi/.ens enter an empliatic protect 
against the ;Ktlon of the city council 
in adopting a policy of contract work 
In Kubntitutlon for day labor, as be- 
ing contrary to the best interest of 
the cninmunlty at large. And be it 
further 

Resolved, that this meeting strongly 
recommends the continuance jind ex- 
tension of the day labor ,s-y3tem In 
evc^ry branch and department of civic 
works, and that a coi)y of this reso- 
lution be forwarded to the clt\' coun- 
cil. 

Arguments Advanced 

The greater cost, less effective work, 
and tho certain ImporLatlon of alien 
and cheap labor should work be done 
Ijy contract wore some of the argu- 
ments used against the contract sys- 
tem and tho local papers wore rapped 
over the knuckles for tliclr alleged ad- 
vocacy, of the contrax't systom.

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BADLY INJURED BY 
EXPLODING SHELL 



Staff Sergeant Wilkinson, of 
Work Point Barracks, Meets 
Unfortunate Accident 



struck by the fragments of n twelve 
ix-/und slioil which exploded while he 
wa.s examining It, Staff-Sorgeant AVil- 
kinson, of the ordnance department. 
Work Point Barracks, was seriously 
injured yesterday at noon. With Cap- 
tain Gllien, the ne w!y-ai)i)ointed ord- 
nance ofllcer, Wilkinson was examin- 
ing the stores of ammunition in the 
ordnance shed at the fort on Signal 
Hill. In some manner the detonator of 
the shell \vcnt olf, exploding the shell, 
dangerously w(uindlng the serB(!ant, 
and slightiy Injuring Captain GUlcn. 
The entire side of the shed was blown 
out by the fragments of tho bursting 
missile. 

Dr. Hart, the medical olllccr attached 
to the b.Trracks, was sunuuoned, and 
he hastened to the scone In his auto- 
mobile, lie at once conveyed AVil- 
kinson to the barraclis liosplttU, after 
attending to his injuries, and It Is stat- 
ed that the unfortunate man will prob- 
ably recover. 

Just the reason why the shell ex- 
ploded is unknown, but It Is thought 
to have been in some way defective, 
with the result that even In tho care- 
ful haiulling given it by the trained 
lu.in, it was si t off. Captain Gillen's 
injuries arc slight. 

Wilkinson has been attached to the 
barracks for many \e,'irs, having been 
drafted out here with the imijerial 
troops. His time expires .at the end of 
this week, and he with Ills wife and 
Hon was to leave on his return to Eng- 
land on Tuesday next. He is extremely 
popular with ills comrades at the gar- 
rison, and the news of the accident 
aroused consternation.

NORTHERN REDS 



Indians of Naas River Affected 
by Restlessness of Skeena' 
-■^ River Redskin's' ■^vx'il' . 



That the recent unrest among the 
Indians along the Skeena has shown 
no furttuor alarnilng ilevelopnients 
was the gist of Jnformation received 
by Superintendent of 'Provincial 
CoilKtable Beane stationed at Hazel-' 
ton.- I'liat ofllccr forwarded a reptli-t 
to the 'department heru last week till- 
ing of the ■ hole'ng 'up of two land 
seekers who had cntiTed uiion the 
lands of the Kispoi.\ tribe. Tlic white 
wen were stopped from further pro- 
gres.^ at the jioint of rifles and order- 
ed to return to llazelton, whlclr they 
did. .-.uperrntctiden't' 'Hus-sey ordei'ed 
Constacie Dcai'c to Ki.ep the deparl- 
rii=:it hero apprlsijcj of uny develo.p- 
nieiUs anti the l[e"legram received Jies- 
teioay indicated that nothing further 
had developeu. The three Indiana 
Alio forced tin two whites, Skelburn 
and Blume, to return, were later 
placed under arrest and each fined 
SJO and costs for assaulting the white- 
inen. 

The Indians, according to the state- 
ment made by Mr. Loring, Indian 
agent at llazelton. to Constable 
Deane. are angered Ijocause tlie Do- 
minion government luis not lived up 
to its i)romise to send a commissioner 
to that district to Investigate the 
complaints which llie Rednien desire 
to make concerning llie intrusion of 
the whites. Evidently the Indians are 
alarmed that with the advent of tlie 
white uiaii tlieir tenure of tlie lands 
ahva.vs occuiiiod by them v, ill be 
wealceiied. For some time tliey have 
been in a restless mood, and tlie hold- 
ing up of Skelburne and Blume at 
the point of rides Is the culmination 
of this unrest. Reports from the dis- 
trict in the neighborliood of the Naas 
river tell of restlessness among thi; 
Indians there. 

A. H. (ireiin. inspector of Indian 
sehonls. who has just returned to 
Vancouver from tlie Skeena country, 
lias coniniunlcated with A. 'V. .Vow6ll, 
Indian commissioner, to the effp'ot 
that from wliat ho saw while in the 
north tlio. Indians are In a very ugly 
mood. He had Interviewed the chiefs, 
and advised them not to make any 
trouble. His observations lead him 
to suggest that the Dominion and 
provincial governments should take 
concerted action, and arrange to liavo 
a small force of tho R. M. W. M. P. 
sent into that .section, of the country 
to restore order among the' Indians, "

freedom held out to a prisoner In Judge, 
Brentano's court .\-esterday was 
siiatcla.Ml from hliii in a way that caus- 
ed a sigh of iilty to sjiread among the 
spectators wlieii it was found tliat the 
clerk of tlie court should have read 
the Jury's verdict as guilty instead of 
not guilty.

CLERiCUS CONSIDER 



Paper on SulDject Read Before 
Clergy by Bisliop of 
Olympia . 



A paper on Political 'Mpraflty was 
delivered at a public meeting of the 
cicrlcucs^ now in session in this city, 
last evening in St. Jolm's liall, Fis- 
guard street by the Right Rev. F. \>. 
Kcator, D. D. .Bishop of Olyinpia. 
The meeting was well attended. The 
■Venerable Archdeacon Sqrlven presid- 
ed, and with . h^n» on the pjatform 
were, the Rev. E. G. Miller; secretary 
of tho clortcus and the .Locd Bishops 
of Columbia and^- .Catedonlaj the Rev. 
A. U. do tencle,!' and'.'btller^, 

III the coursp.^of, his .remarks, the 
Bishop .of Oiympia .'stated ' that the 
subject seemed' to hirh 'to require ,k 
dolinition and a defined point of view. 
He supposed that there was such a 
thing as political morality in tho 
ideal; that It was tlie duty of the 
public to see that therlj was more of 
it In actual jiractice. Morality pre- 
supposes a certnfh standard of right. 
Political morality pro3upiJOsed"certalu 
standards of right ^i^'^er't^lhing to 
good, government. '' ' 

, Tho Cburbh.'s yiewpoint 

The .qiicstion thofv.fQr - consifjlcration 
was what •cou|d), the -cburcli .,do to 
teach i.and disseminate. amongst its 
people potlttcal ^norallfy. ■ There was 
a divergence betwe'ipnu ..political ' and 
personal morality. . , Good ..men.' In . so 
far, as thdlr lives ' jiprsorially wore 
cpncorned,' when. ^ tli<jy came.,, tfi ,.,ilcal 
'with 'politics were ' apt ' t6 fprsake 
their standards,, of |.^I*;ht and .wroh'g'. 
A recent , writer ,stjytc'B. tliat what .this 
indicates ' is, a. failuro in • judgment. 
Tills is" a failure to . realise the con- 
nection between private and public 
affairs. In tlie growth of 'civilization 
tliere were certain distinct stages of 
development. From mere brute cour 
age had been evolved the mere main 
tcnance of order winch in itself im- 
plied conforming with law. In this 
lay the idea of self contraint.' Jlen 
reciignizing the law began to seek 
wn.\'s to evade it. Keeping it in let 
ter they disregard it in spirit. 
The "Boss" System 

The bisliop went on to deal with 
the system of political control which 
lias been evolved in most' of the cen- 
tres of till! United States whereby tlio 
political "boss" has in his liands the 
direction of affairs in bis centre. He 
pointed out the necessity of educating 
the elector to a realization of ids ob- 
ligation which could alone better these 
conditions. Public . spirit lies at the 
foundation of all free legislation. Pub- 
lic spirit only comes from public con- 
science. 'I'lie duty of the churcli was 
to emphasize all that concern the 
public v,-elfare. To do this it must 
lay emphasis on the fact that all 
authority comes from God, and tlie 
need is to Inject into modern politics 
the tlicory of God. 

Through the church reaching its 
owny people those outside will listen 
sooner or later, and In this way pub- 
lic opinion will be buUt UP and fost- 
ered. He dwelt at some length upon 
the necessity of . the church paying at- 
tention to tho celebration of the groat 
national days. " Tfie clergy should 
realize their duty In this connection. 
^Vhen men realized tho nation's re- 
sponsitiility It would be when the in- 
dividual realized his duty towards 
God on the one liand and his dut> to- 
wards his neighbor on the other. 

Rev. A. U. dc Ponder, rector of St. 
Paul's church, Vancouver, followed 
dwelling at lengtli on the same sub- 
ject. 

Public -Men 

The 'Vonerablo Archdeacon Beer ex- 
pressed regret at tlie absence of Rev. 
F. M. Graham, the otlier appointed 
speaker. The subject was "The Im- 
morality of the public man." H'e 
dwelt upon this subject pointing out 
the m.'itter would soon be solved if 
tlie voter disregarded wliat side of 
politics the candidate belonged to and 
voted for tlie good man. He fiuoted 
a few lext.s in this connection. "Be 
sure your 'sin will find yon out," 
"Rlghtousness exalteth the nation," 
and others. 

The Race Track 

Rev, 'W. C. Shaw, of ■Walla Walla, 
sounded n note of warning to tho 
clergy Of. 'Victoria. He yiointed to tho 
race "course as nothing more nor less 
than 'the 'thin edge of the wedge to 
corrupt tho morality of youth, and 
bound to become n national menace. 
He advised his hearers to begin on 
this 'enemy in their mid.st, and to take 
pattern by the action of tlie states of 
New York and California. The race 
track was dangerous on account of 
tho gambling connected with it. They 
owed to their youth and to their 
women to stamp It out for ever at its 
inception. 

Tlie Bishop of Columbia, stated that 
it was .said that an enormous am- 
ount of betting had taken place. Ho 
pointed out the danger of betting, and 
iiiudo a plea for concerted action to 
aboUali It. Tliey should see that It 
was made easy to do right and hard 
to do wrong. 

The Morning Session 

At tho morning session a paper by 
tho Rev, H. H. Cowan on mental 
healing was read and ordered to bo 
printed. Rev. Dr. Baker, M. D., 
speaking to.

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^ THE MINES REPORT. 

! Tlic report ot tho Deiiartmcnt of 
Mines Cor the j-car endluB Dccenibor 
;iSl, 1908, has been Issuca.'* "It la a pub- 
•iicatlon of great Interest and value 
and a demonstration of the excellent 
work done by tlie department of the 
govornment over which the Premier 
presides. From the tables It appears 
'that the value of the mineral output 
wa.s $:;;!, 851,277 during 1908. This is 
u Uttlo more tluui two millions less 
than the value of. the output of 1907, 
ind a little more than one million less 
than the value of that of 1906.' The 
decrease is chiefly owiiiB to the low 
price of copper. Thus in 190G, 42,990,- 
488 pounds of copper were worth 
;jS,28S,5GC; in 1907. 40,832.720 pounds 
were worth $8,166,544; while in 1908, 
47, 27 1, fill pound.s were only worth 
$G, 240,2-19. If the price of copper in 
1907 had been sustained in 190S the 
ivalue o£ the output of this mineral 
would have been more than $3,000,000 
greater \han the returns show, and 
this would have put the mineral yield 
of the year at $27,000,000, which would 
. have been much the largest on record. 
It Is needless to add that the price of 
copper is a matter beyond the control 
of the provincial government. Coal 
sliows a decrease In both tonnage and 
value, but the combined value of coke 
and coal shows only a little fluctuation, 
in lode gold there was an increase 
corre.spondlnK' to the increased output 
of copper. Silver and lead both show 
'decreases, although they are not very

The ward system ha^ .npljmuch to 
recommend It , The Idea^ 'upon which 
it Is based is, that thereby 'roprescnta-. 
tlon of all parts of the city is secur- 
ed,- aud the ' c.QntraIizln& , of power in 
any;, ontt s^ortion'vprevente^^^ 
tlie' supjio'sitlon that undeV- 'a syslbni "of 
electing councillors at large there would 
lie such a ccntrajization is erroneous. No 
partition of-a,, city Into wards ever \yas 
or \!\ iWor-iikely,ito^^ 
respects numbers and' the value of pro- 
perty. It Is exceedingly dltllcult, in- 
deed almost impossible, to devise a di- 
vision that will be equltablo. The 
ward system encourages the develop- 
ment of the municipal politician, and 
he In his turn Is likljly .to allow, oven 
if ho does not actively ''encourage, the 
creation of vicious methods of adminis- 
tration. Combined with the system of 
umual elections, it begets in the minds 
of members of a city council a dispo- 
sition to pander ' to votes. An alder- 
man may bo a thoroughly honest man 
and a good citizen; but when he Rots 
Into ofllce he very naturally feels In a 
very great many cases like staying 
there, and ho begins unconsciously, 
perhaps, at flrst-to think about how 
anything which It^ may do will affect 
the feeling of his ward towards him. 
An alderman ought to look upon liim- 
aeif as representing the whole city, 
although he' has only been elected by a, 
part of It We freely concede that In 
A'ictoria the aldermen as a rule so re- 
gard themselves; but it is not in human 
natur.e not to be Influenced to some de- 
gree by the feelings of the majority of 
the ward frorh which ah alderman 
Is chosen. Wo are very sure that al- 
dermen elected at large would feel very 
much more Independent than those 
elected from wards could possibly he 
expected to. As for continuity In ofllce, 
we do not think there ^Bire many people 
in Victoria who do not look upon the 
present system, imder which the whole 
city council goes out after one year, as 
very objectionable on that account 
alone. 



CITY GOVERNMENT. 

' One of the most Important problems 
In city govornment is the fundamental 
one, namely, the method of government 
that shall bo adopted. There is a grow- 
ing opinion all over the country that 
such a system as prevails In Victoria, 
'whereby a Mayor and board of alder- 
men are elected annually, is crude and 
inefliclent. On the other hand there 
is much opposition to what Is called 
government by commission, because It 
is alleged to be undemocratic. Eight 
cities in the United States, namely: 
Galveston, Houston, Austin, and Dalla.s. 
in Texas; fhelsi-a, Haverhill, and 
Gloucester, in Mas.-^aeliusetl.s: and I3cs 
Jloines, In Iowa, have adoi)ted the sys- 
tem of commissioners. The commis- 
sioners are elected by tho citizens at 
large, the ward .system being done 
away with. President Kliot. of Har- 
vard, says: "Those commissioners have 
given the cities business-like govorn- 
ment. I believe there is no exception 
to the rule." For two ycar.s tin- city 
of Boston, :Mass., has been considering 
the i)rohiem of nmnincipal government. 
Ill l'.)07 the various cmnmi'rci.-i 1 bodies 
took up the ciuestlon, and compelled 
the mayor to appoint a committee to 
investigate the affairs of tho city. The 
committee round some things that 
were exceedingly wrong, but they are 
of no interest In Victoria. The point 
In the conimittfc'H n^piirt to whicli we 
wish to direct attention is that it re- 
commended a complete change in the 
iystem of city government, and 'drdw 
up a measure for that purpose. This 
:rnea.sure is now before the Hassacliu- 

" setts legislature. . ' - 

V; It provides for the government of the 
city by a mayor and nine councillors, 
oil of whom arc elected at large, tho 
wards being aliolished. Of the mem- 
iM'rs of this board a certain number 
will retire annually, so that -while there 
will bo a constant Infusion of now 
blood, there will also bo continuity in 
office. Tho powers :6? 'the borfrfl h'ive 
been made very wide, and its members 
iia\-e tlio full I'esponalbillty of admin- 
istering the city's affairs. Tliere are 
no departm'ents, like, for example, the 
water department In Victoria, that are 

,ilhdcpcndent of the' mayor and councll- 
'^lom; no board.^ lilce tlie license and 
police commisslonors, which arc, iu 
any sonso of the word, beyond the con- 
trol of the council. That body, is like 
a. board of directors In a business cor- 
noratlon: it handles ' the business of 
the shareholders, who urC tho cljfizcns.

RAILWAYS AND THE ISLAND 

For a quarter of \a century it has 
been the hope of the people of Van- 
couver Island to see railway connec- 
tion, established with the mainland by 
a route across Central British Colum- 
bia,'. which ■v^•ouId reach the Island at 
Se.vmour Narrows' or some point fur- 
ther north, and that t^e -Island woijtd 
bo opeAbd frOm~ena' to end by a 
longltudlnaL-line. ...The— -late Robert 
Dunsmuir was an enthusiastic advo- 
cate of such a line; the late Theodore 
Davie was strongly in favor of it. If 
the former had not died. In the very 
midst ot^hls usefulness or if the lat- 
ter had not retired from political life 
to the Supremo Court bench, Uils 
undertaking would have been accom- 
plished long ago. Since their time 
every prominent public man and 
business man in Victoria and on 
Vancouver Island has .favored such 
railway constructionT Some years ago 
the provincial government was • so 
greatly impressed witli tho importance 
of Informing public opinion as to tho 
desirability of the Island section, of 
such a railway, that It caused a aeries 
of letters contributed by Dr. J. S. II. 
Heimcken to the Colonist to be iirint- 
ed as part of the Sessional papers, 
where they can be found by all perr 
sons who desire to be Informed con- 
corning the potentialities of the north- 
ern part of Vancouver Island. It is 
reasonable to suppose that all these 
men had some vague idea of what 
they were talking about, that those 
of them, ivho llf ed or how live In Vic- 
toria, had some desire to advance tlie 
interests of this city, and would not 
l)ropose and work for an iindertalting 
tliat would be detrimental to its in- 
terests. At least two elections have 
been run in this cltj'. In which the 
successful iiarty rested its case 
ehlelly, and almo.Ht wholly upon Its 
ability to curry Into/effect this ipro- 
posaL One was In 1894 when four 
ciindldates were elected In Victoria. 
'I'lielr oiiponents did not declare 
against tiie rallwa.\-, but on the con- 
trary favored it; hul tlie electors re- 
turned Messrs. Turner, Rlthet, Heimc- 
ken and Bradeir because they believed 
by 'SO doing they 'would secure tho 
much desired rallvay. The next elec- 
tion was in 1902, when Lieut. -Col. 
Prior was eloct<.-d to tlio local leglsja- 
turc, the chief plank in his cam- 
paign being the construction of the 
proposed railway, his opponents vieing 
with him in their advocacy of It. 
During all these years tliere lias never 
been a voice raised in opposition to 
this project, and today- the.^ whole 
community Is heartily In Its favor. 

While speaking of railway connec- 
tion it may lie well to mention a re- 
port In circulation to the effect that 
the provincial government has enter- 
ed into an arrangement with tho 
Canadian Northern for railway, cpn^ 
atructlbh dnd for a conriectioh' wltli 
Vancouver Island. There is no 
authority for any such report, and its 
circulation Is calculated to place tho 
government In a false posltlpri before 
the people. That there has been 
more or less correspondence between 
the iirovineial government and the 
Canadian Northern for some months 
past Is an . open' secret; ,biit. the Col- 
onist Is In a position to soly 'that n/O- 
arrangf.nient has yet been' reached. 
Hut in'en If an ngremeent 'had been 
come to with that railway comiiany

ThTpws Light on Murder 
bfiilVilsstSige!: 



New York, June 23, — After n day of 
conflicting statements, the district 
attorney's office, acting under Instruc- 
tions from Mr. Jerome and the police 
department, under orders from Com- 
mlsaloner Bingham, refused tonight 
to discuss further what prosress hiid 
been made in the search for Leon 
liing-, the Chinaman who is wanted for 
.the murder of Elsie Sigol. Nor would 
they discuss the results of the ex- 
aminations of Chung Sin, Leon Ling's 
lormer room mate, who lias been 
variously reported to have witnessed 
the crime and to have aided in roping 
the trunk and Hnally to merely have 
seen the girl's body. 

There have been hourly reports of 
clues from all purtH of the country, 
but none of them, on close examina- 
tion, bring the authorities any nearer 
to the murderer. What progress has 
been made with Chung Sin, who 
underwent this afternoon another 
four hours of cross questioning at the 
hands of Captain Carrey and his men 
and Mr. Ward, of the district attor- 
ney's office, IB due as much to the 
bmces of Yuon Tick, a Chinese mer- 
chant who volunteered .as an inter- 
i)reter and In whom the police have 
©very confldenee. It Is said that ho 
■lold Chung Sin with an earnestness 
.that carried conviction that no Chinese 
Bboletyl would aid him in suppressing 
;the facts or in concealing Loon Ling, 
-that on the contra^y every Chinaman 
*bf Influence and restjonsibllity in tlie 
country felt that the case was bring- 
ing them into disrepute and that they 
would all unite with the police in an 
effort to run down the murderer. 
With more to gain than to lose by the 
truth Cliung Sin then talked freely, 
if not frankly, but that he has noi 
been actually Implicatod in the crime 
itself Is Indicated by the fact that to- 
night be is still hold in the house of 
detention for witnesses and, not In the 
Tombs charged with being an ac- 
cessory in the murder. 

Whatever is the whole truth con- 
cerning the Information Chung Sin 
offered, it Is practically all the police 
have to go on. 

• Chu Gain, the restaurant iproprictor 
and admirer of the dead girl, of 
whom Leon Ling was jealous, Is out 
on $1000 ball, pumped jdry, . The 
other restaui-ant keeper, -Sun -Leong 
«and his waiter are also oiit on |1000 

Depsnds on Chung Sin 

Thus the case revolves around 
Chung Sin who was at first thought 
to have told much, but whose alleged 
confession became far less sensatlpn- 
al upon further investigation. 
To all questions he x^lcprates that he 
^occupied the room next to that of 
'Xeon and thdt on the afternoon of 
iSune 9, the day the murder was com- 
ignltted, ,he wakened early after a nat- 
mjral sleep to ttnd Leon standing bo- 
'^Ide him. Leon was in trouble and 
wanted help. Chung Sin soon under- 
stood why when he saw the body ly- 
ing across the bed. There was blood 
on the llp.s, aad a stained handker- 
chief was stuffed between the lips. The 
features, he said, were strained and. 
blackened, but he saw no rope around 
the neck. Leon explained to him that 
the girl bit her tongue and bled to 
death. Asked If that seemed plausible 
to him,,. Chung.. Sta admitted that he 
felt terMliea,- and that his first Im- 
pulse was to' get out of the house as 
soon as he could. Before ho left, how- 
.Jever, Leon borrowed $200 from him, 
'he said. They both belonged to the 
same secret society, he explained, and 
he felt bound by his oath to do that 
much for a fellow member. Then he 
had hurried to the rooms of his cou- 
sin with the intention of passing the 
:-nlght, but his curiosity got the better 
of him, and after two hours ho sneaked 
back to the house, climbing up the 
stairs, lifted himself to where he could 
see through the transom and saw the 
room empty except Cor the trunk, and 
•/iKat was enough for him. He hurried 
. back to his cousin's and slept there 
■that night. 

The cousin,* when questioned, sub- 
stantiated the story. The next day he 
left for Amsterdam to work, near 
where he was later arrested. 

The foregoing version of what Chung 
^in saw and did is what was given 
• lout by Assistant Distrlctt Attorney 
.'"Ward. 

Before the order went out that the 

• case must not be discussed further, 
^Assistant District Attorney Ward was 
(.'emphatic In denying that Chung Sin 
;had been "put under the screws," or 
bthat he had been in any way threat- 

■■ rened or Intimidated In the district at- 
■torney's office. 

Dead Girl's Sincerity. 
J, Those who know Elsie Slgel be- 
»lleve that she was sincere In her mls- 
'>8lon work and in her.. relations with 
the Chlnese-up to the- 'day of her 
death! Mrs. Florence Todd, of the 
BoWery Settlement, workers, has never 
varied from hOr assertion, of the be- 
lief. Chu Gain, who lived In terror 
of his jealous rival, Leon Ling, and 
had known both the girl and her 
mother for years, Is of the same belief. 

Assistant District Attorney Ward, 
who is inclined to the theory of Quon 
Yick Nam, the interpreter, who thinks 
that the girl was iui'cd to Leon's room 
by a report of lils feigned illness and 
there choloroformed, after Leon had 
been angered by her coldness and her 
refusal to see no more of -Chu Gain, 
his wealthy rival, the oholoroform, 
Quon believes, worked too well, and 
when Leon found he could not revive 
Elsie ho bound her with a cord and 
placed her body In the trunk. In sup- 
port of this theory Is the pathetic 
and moving prayer written on a mis- 
sion letter head which the girl left 
for her mother on the day she went to 
her death. It seemed Impossible, it 
la argued, that a girl going on any 
but a righteous mission could have 
written such a note. 

Capt. Carrey today paid another 
visit to the room where the body was 
■found, and found plocos of cloth that 
may account for the missing skirt nnd 
•walat and the , missing • handkerchief 
.whioh Chu Sin pftyB he saw between 
;tho girl's teeth. The discovery today 
thl^t ,Leon was bred an actor, and 
.'the fact that all Chinese actors are 
trained to take femalo parts, did not 
on a second thought greatly imprcsa 
the police that lie would so disguise 
himself. It Is much more probable, 
the police believe, that their man 
cither took ship as a sailor or cook, or 
has worked his way .south Into some 
ot the obscure coloniiBB on the out- 
skirts ot Now Orleans or Galveston.

Recently Appointed Members 
of Parks3Bqar<i..,Shflw En-..

"That natural history collection at 
Geacon'lIlU park Is a disgrace to the 
City." declared A. E. Lewis, one of 
the new members of the parks board, 
who with Dr. Hall and H. M. Fuller- 
ton, were recentl.v appointed by the 
city council to take the places of tlie 
retiring members who resigned byer^a 
monttt igo,' " - -1. i 

"Either reform ,;tho present; condi- 
tions or do awdy witli the animals',"' 
he declared, and his ijentjimcnts were 
hharcd in by h"ls confrere'^.' Mr. Lewis 
siiffffiistod that the present unsanitary 
and unsightly ipens bo done away 
with and new ones erected In somo 
other location so that not only will 
the animals be given proper tiunrtera 
but the present location bo cleaned 
up and the rat-Infested spot bo made 
a place of beauty. Mv. I.,ewls sutr- 
gestcd placing tlie new pons in the 
present deer run. The superintendent 
of parks, D. D. England, will .prepare 
plans of the now buildings and sub- 
mit them to the board at a siibse- 
ciuont meeting. That olllclal explained 
that enough mon9y can be saved 
from other park appropriations to al- 
low of some ot the new buildings, at 
least, being erected. 

Alps, Poor Bruin! 

Mr. Fullorton advocated doing away 
with the bear pits and, as the ani- 
mals now in the dirty and unsanitary 
pits are in biul condition, to shoot 
them and later when new pits are 
erected, if such is decided upon, a 
fresh supply ot bears be secured at 
small cost. 

The three new members of the 
board jumped into the work of their 
new office with an energy which in- 
dicated they are there ifor the ' pur- 
pose of carrying on the board's work 
In the best possible manner. Alder- 
man Henderson was the only member 
of the council present. Alderman 
Turner and the Mayor being absent. 

The three non-council members ot 
the board have been making the round 
of the parks and on the cmestion of 
the animal pens they were unani- 
mous that jiresent conditions arc a 
thorough disgrace. Sitperintendent 
England has repeatedly called attcn- 
lion to the need of Improvement in 
that respect and evidently Is being 
well backed up by'' the new members. 
The suggestion made to the old board 
tliat the animal collection be done 
away with doo.s not meet with the ap- 
probation of the new board, the mem- 
bers of which, however, believe that 
unless better tiuarters are 'provided 
for the animals it would be wise to 
get rid- of the coliectlon. .Tii© bears, 
from confinement . In the unsanitary 
and dirty^- pltB;ye?eVlft'"'baa * shape, 
covered with . sores, and. a ntiisaric«t,,to 
themselves and those who visit the 
pits. . To destroy ,,thern ' the . ^board 
members believe, .■would'' be 'th'e most 
humane method'-of Bolving the pro-j 
blem. - ■ \> 

Have Ideas of The-ir Own \\ 

That the! neyi^.t members .of- the^oard 
have, -ideas:" of "their t)wn..anft.aStt just 
aboiit^as determined that the ^oardJs 
work shall be carried out without 
any interference from other sources 
was showil when thevquestion of the 
superintendent's salary, the very 
point on which the old board si)lit, 
came up for consideration. As a re- 
sult of the discussion the salary of 
the superintendent was fixed at $100 
per month to date from the begin- 
ning of the year. 

The trouble In the old arose; over 
tlio action of the city council in re- 
fusing to pay half of the superintend- 
ent's salary. AVhcn the board's esti- 
mates were put In to the council early 
in the year the council was asked to 
provide S!)00 for salary and the board 
was to pay a like amounl, making 
the salary $1800. It was pointed out 
that as much of the superintendent's 
time was spent on boulevard con- 
struction and maintenance it was 
only fair that half of the salary 
should be paid by the city and not be 
taken from the park apjiroprlatlon. 

The council members claimed that 
the board had ' no right to say what 
the city should do with local improve- 
ment funds and that while the board 
had the right to give its superintend- 
ent whatever salary it thought fit it 
could not say what the council should 
do with the street ■funds. As a result 
of the dl8cu8sj[9ii^at that ti.nig the. non- 
council ■inenilbers 'decided that if the 
board could not say what should be 
done relative to boulevard mainten- 
ance It might as well go out of bus- 
Ineh-.s, and John Arbuthnot, John Nel- 
.son, P. iB. Pemberton and G. E. Wil- 
kerson thereupon resigned. \ 
Same Old Point 

.\t yesterday'."! meeting; .tl\o very 
point came up again' biJt wa6"seitled 
bv the board deciding to pay the ■whole 
salary 'of the riujji?*intcndo.nt (from the 
funds 'at its disposal." The superin- 
tendent, where called upon to do work 
on the boulevards, will have his time 
charged up' and that amount will 'be 
paid by the city to the board. At 
least that was the suggestion made by 
.Mderman Henderson, who stated that 
In his opinion tliat was the proper 
course and the other members concur- 
red. The incrcisd in salary ^vas mov- 
ed by .Mr. l''nllerton and seconded by 
Dr. Hall, the latter expressing his 
opinion that If the work of beautify- 
ing Victoria were i)roperly carried out 
the sjilary was none too large fur llic 
position. 

Alderman Henderson believed that 
the salary was loo much, though ho 
did not doubt the efllciency of the 
suiperintendent. (Jn the contrary he 
believed Mr. -England to lie a thor- 
oughly competent man.

Development League's Cam- 
paign of. Publicity Now jn 
■'■■\ Fall S.wing . " 



The campaign of the Vancouver. 
Island pevelopmont League for , the 
advancement of the Interests of the 
island Is now In full swing. Hard 
work and determination on the part 
of the secretary and other o{I1c|ujIs 
have resulted .:in 1 anirextenslye scheme; 
of advertising' beiiigVoarflbd'f btit; • and 
the fame of the Island Is being bruited 
from one end of the continent to the 
other. 

Space has no%v been secured in the 
Canadian building at the A.-Y.-P. ex-' 
position for a display of the ores and 
minerals of Vancouver Island. Over 
a 1,000 pounds of these have already 
been taken over, and nro on exhibi- 
tion, in glass covered cabinets. These 
specimens are taken from all the dis- 
tricts on the Island, and the location 
at which they were mined Is labelled 
on the ore. Among the regions rep- 
resented are AibernI, Uclucklesit, 
Clayoquot, Cowlcban, Comox, Lady- 
amlth, Texada island and Quutslno. 

In the exhibit vxe also specimens of 
coal from the Wellington Collieries at 
Ladysmith and Comox, and two speci- 
mens of marble from the Nootka 
quarries, and a specimen of iron ore. 
The secretaries of the different aux- 
iliary leagues have been asked to send 
In further specimens, one good speci- 
men from each mine, and space will 
be found for these' ii; the Canadian: 
building. ' 

The exhibit, which is now on view 
in . Seattle,- was examined by Mr. 
Whlttaker, assistant to Herbert Car- 
michaol, provincial geologist, and 
from the specimens placed before him 
the best were selected. Subsequent to 
the close of the exposition the Van- 
couver Development League exhibit 
will bo taken to Ottawa, w-hcre It will 
form part of the permanent exhibit 
of ores and minerals In the museum 
there. 

Close upon two tons ot literature 
dealing with the resources and ad- 
vantages of Vancouver Island -will 
also be distributed at the exposition 
grounds, between now and October 
16tli. A largo amount has already 
been placed and Is being eagerly 
snapped up. The league hopes that 
by Julv 1st the new guide to Victoria 
will be ready. Over 20,000 copies of 
this have been .ordered. From 5,000 
to 10,000 of these will bo distributed 
at the fair,' Fifteen liundred will bo 
turned over tb t). Wilson at-.the free: 
text book branch bf , thb provlt»<TiRV 
government, while the"i reWalrider win 
be distributed among" ' the hotels, 
steanv.Bh|pp- a!>d. rallways oh the coast. 
In connection virlth this distribution 
work the co-operation of all Vic- 
tbrlans- la'- sought, and It Is hoped that 
the various merchants In the city -ivlll 
call at the ofhces of the development 
league and secure the pamphlets. 

The league has received a letter 
from R. Marpole, chief e.KOCutlve of 
the C. P. R- in Vancouver, In which 
he states that he had telegraphed .1. 
R. Dennis' at Seattle concemlng the 
rcnucst of the league for space for an 
rxh'bit In the C. P. R. building. Mr. 
IJcnnis had assured him that space 
would be provided, and the secretary 
of the league Is awaiting a communi- 
cation to this effect.

Many eminent men and women are 
writing- and spedklng in these days of 
the need of. more manual education. 
-Among these-.ls the Canadian autlior. 
Sir Gilbert Parker. ■ These people argue 
that In the- great: majority of public 
schools children spend tlie time when 
manual skill could liu easily acquired 
in studios for which their minds are 
not sulliclently matured. Others con- 
tend that the education given in the 
schools fails- to prepare children for the 
work most .6f them will bo called upon 
to do. One of those speakers recently 
said: 

"For every boy Intended for an ofUce, 
a lunulred are inteiulod for crafts or 
inecliaiilcal opurations, yet, knowing 
tills, our schools persist In preparing a 
' buiulreci for tlie oftiee and one for tlie 
crafts. Former generations learned to 
be liaiuiy and dexterous In tlieir <.>wii 
homes, or as apprentices to various 
trades at an early age. Hui no-,v coiii- 
luilsory school atteiulaueo talies the 
ellildr(--n from their parents at an axe 
and during the hours when they would 
have been learning to use tlielr hands 
sUillfully." 

In some countries in Europe tlie 
pendulum seems to have swung far in 
the opposite direction. In several cities 
in Germany manual work takes up the 
leading place in tlie education of tiie 
older Ijoys and girls. An experiment 
lias been tried for some years in tlio 
city of Stockliolin, in Sweden, which 
is affording an object lesson not only 
to educators in that country but to all 
where the evils of unemployment are 
felt. The author of the plan Is a wo- 
man, i\ladame Hetzlns. 

Twenty years ago tills lady opened 
a workslioji for little children as a 
memorial to her mollior. Thi: object 
was a benevolent one. In tlu: national 
schools of Sweden the ehiUlren are only 
rerjuired to attend school for a few 
hours each day. The boys and girls 
from seven to nine were left at home 
during tile greater part of tlie day. 
AVhere the parents were poor and tlie 
motliors obliged to work for their liv- 
ing these little people were uncared for. 
AVitli the doable object of giving file 
children in the nelh'iii'orliood shelter 
and teaching tliein some useful work, 
Madame Ret'/Cins opened this shop. So 
successful was it that si.Ktecn otliers 
were opened in Stockliolm, and there 
are now seventy- two In Sweden. The 
wonderful statement Is made that no 
child taught in tliese workshops has 
ever been summoned before a magis- 
trate. 

On the otlior hand, tlio masters of 
the national schools say that they .are 
most exemiilary scholars, and take a 
greater Interest in their books ,and 
learn more rapidly than other children 
of their ago. 

The older chlldi-en, we are told, learn 
carpentry, ironwork, weaving, netting, 
bootniaking, wood carvin.g, brush mak- 
ing, metal work, sewing, cutting out 
clothing, dressmaking, and tailoring. 
The busy little people are paid for their 
work, and allowed to pay for their own 
ine.'ils. Thoy mend their own clotlies 
and tlieir liooks, and they Iceep their 
rooms clean. They are not. however, 
alli)wc>d to work at mending until tlic.v 
.■ire weary, as the teiicliers recognize 
tbiii they are far more interested in 
making new IliiiiKs. Once a trade, 
liowever simple. Is begun, the pupil 
must not besin .'i new one till he has 
thorou.illily niasti-red U .-ind proved it 
by making several perfci-t articles. 

Madame lii-t/.lns f re(|iii-ntly visits the 
workshops and ti'lls of the iileasiire 
with which slie watched tlie delight 
luid pride with wliieh lads of from nine 
to thirteen cut out iiiid make their own 
clothes. She declan.'s that they tak-e 
iiiueli greater care of these garnieiits 
than otlier.s do of those which their 
parents Iniy. 

Sometimes very poor pupils are al- 
lowed to take their work home and are 
riaid for what tliey do, but great care 
is exercised In regard to this lest the 
children should lie ov(>rwnrke(l. •( In. 
lady in eliai-f;e of each worl;sliop is 



paid, and so are tlie mcclianics and 
craftsmen wiio impart skilled instruc-, 
tlon, but mucli of the teaching is done 
voluntarily by ladies who liaVe learned 
trades for this puriioac. 

INIadame Retains, after lier twenty 
years' oxperienec, tliinks tlial manual 
worlv should be taught In all the pri- 
mary schools, not as a sort of diver- 
sion, but as a preparation f(n- life. 
Tills should be followed by technical 
education for older pupils. Tills, she 
contends, would make the cltl'/.ens of 
the future not only more useful, but 
better. In l^inland, Denmark, Nor- 
way, Poland, France, Russia, and 
Greece the experiment of Madame Ket- 
zlns has been copied; 



Children Not Wanted. 

The latest rciturns of the Registrar- 
General of Great lirltalii repeat the 
tale wbicli they have been niouotonoufi- 
ly telling for years past. A.gain the 
hlrth rate shows a steady decline, and 
in London it Is now the lowest on re- 
cord. The death rale, It is satisfactory 
to note, is falling too, but it.s decrease 
is more than offset by the fall on thc^ 
other side. Many re.-isons are assigned 
for this unwillingness on the part of a 
largo number of inaui.:-;! penplo to 
burden themselves with llii! responsi- 
bility of i.-irgf fainilie.'^ or of any fami- 
lies. Childless couples are beconiinB 
almost as common in England as they 
are In France. What are tlie reasons'? 
Professor Karl Pearson, lecturing at 
University collcBe, believe:? tliat in the 
manufacturing districts tho factory 
legislation, designed for the 'protection 
of women and elilldreii, really operates 
as a cheek to the Increase of f;imilles. 
In Rr;i(iford mothers liavi^ on an aver- 
ago one ebild In ten years, as against 
livi- liall' a reiitury ago. This, says the 
professor is because of the prohibition 
of ebild labor. Tho child Is of no 
eeononiic \-aliie, and is able to add no- 
tliing to the f.-imlly lneoni(\ 'I'heroforo 
it is not wanted, anil when It does 
come. Professor Pearson sug.ge'sts tliat, 
in srill<' of all bumanltnrian legislation, 
it Is not as well treated as its preile- 
eossor, wlio had to lie well fed and 
clotlu-d to maintain industrial elllel- 
ency. Fathers iind mothers Instead of 
being assisted In the struggle of life 
b.v possessing ynuufr sons and dauRh- 
ters, are handlcapperl by them, and find 
tliemselves at n disadvantage in the 
industrial battle.

Senator Alcliich Has His \

Schedule

Washington. D.C.. Juno :3.— TUe 
Senate today adopted the Hnance com- 
mittee's schedule on lumber by BO to 
28. 

ThR Senate chamber was close and 
sultry and promptly at 10 o'clock, 
president pro tern Fry rappeil ror or- 
der. There were comparatively low 
aenator.s In their seats and a call for 
a quorum was inatlc as aoon as Mi. 
Aldrlch had indicated his desire to 
have the Senate proceed with the con- 
sideration oi: the lumber schedule. 

A. ciuorum once obtained. Mr, Mc- 
( 'umber promptly took the floor and 
presented Ills amendment proposinff 
the rate of $1 per thousand on sawed 
lumber. Instead ot the rate doc ded 
upon by the linanco committee whlcti 
was Jl.BO per thouKand. To the sur- 
prise of all, no one rose to speak; and 
Senator Fry immediately put the ques- 
tion to a vote. 

There was a demand lor tlic aye? 
and nays and the ballot In a total ol' 
6S votes, of which only 'li, or little 
more than one-third was cast for the 
proposition. Insisting that the dilter- 
ontials on planed or Unishcd lumber 
lirovidod by the finance committee 
were unncccHsarily high, Mr. McCum- 
ber offered an amendment reducing 
that 331-3 per cent and reducing the 
duty on sawed lumber to $1.26 per 
thdtlsand. - , , 

He claimed that modern methods 
had reduced the cost of planing when 
more than one side of a board is 
planed, so that by a .single operation, 
and at nearly the same expense, any 
number of sides could ho finished. I\lr. 
Aldrich had read a letter from a Stor- 
mont .sawmill owner showing that tlie 
mills charged four times as much to 
tongue and groove and plane a board 
On four sides as to i)lane it on one side. 

Ho vociferously chlded the Rhode 
Island senator, who, he insisted, was 
"the whole Senate" for not ijrumptly 
pa.ssing the tariff bill. Mr. Aldrich 
protested that ho wished to vote as 
soon as possible. The South (_'aro- 
linan, in apologetic inrinner for taking 
up any time in debate, added, '■\N'hen 
tho senator makes a statement like 
that, I cannot sit liere like an ass, as 
If I .igroed with it, when I know it i.s 
r)ot true." 

An extended discussion ooncernlng 
the cost to finisli lumber followed, ilr. 
McCumber's .amendminit was rejected 
by 30 to v.). The additions to the neg- 
ative votcB were largely due to the 
arrival of senators who liad not pre- 
viously been in tho chamber. 

■\Vlthout loss of time the vote was 
then taken on the main proposition, 
tlie ' flnamco committee's amendment 
plaoingr a duty of $1.50 on sawed lum- 
ber with differentials on finished lum- 
ber. The committee won by the large 
majority of 28 to 50. .

When In- 
formed by Mrs. Dcstafanio that she 
was still in bed, and could not he seen, 
he went away but returned a few min- 
utes later and demanded that he bo 
permitted to see Touyea. Words 
passed between the mother and Del 
Tapolo wlien the -girl appeared at tin; 
front door and attempti.'d to act as 
peaconiaker. After talking to lier a 
short time, tlif? man suddenly pulled 
a aii-calibre revolver from bis pocket 
and nrcd t^vice at the girl, one of the 
bullets taking effect in the bai:k and 
passing through the side of the body. 
She Htaggereil and then tumbled over 
the ralliJig step into the basement. 
Uer mother rushed to tho girl's as- 
sistance and was attacked by Del 
Tapolo who produced a game knife 
with a blade about live inches long. 
He stabbed her several times until, 
hearing a man .approacliing, ho made 
his escape. He returned to the house

The police arc inclined to be- 
lieve that Leon may have gone to the 
Pacific (.;oast to take a steamer for 
China, but they do not reject the 
theory that he may liave remained in 
this city. 

it is known that ho was a member 
of at least one of the most powerful 
("hincae secret societies and that he 
could have obtained ample ftmds for 
flight or to support himself In seclus- 
ion. The news that something had 
happened to Elsie SIgel was whispered 
about the (Jhine.se cpnirtors for. days 
before the girl's body was discovered, 
but so far no Chinaman has boon 
found who will admit that he knew the 
murder had been committed or that 
Leon had lle.d. 

At police headquarters today the de- 
tectives said they were following up 
information that had been gathered 
respecting Leon but that up to the 
present it had come to nought. 
Conflicting Stories. 

If Ihe statement made by ("hung Sin

resulted In no arrest. In the mass of

The renewed ;ictivlty ot the police 
during and after Chung's stat(!nient 
might indicate, howovm-, that the Chi- 
naman told a good deal .more ahout 
"Leon than the police have allowed to 
become public. There was much' t(:le- 
graphlng about the country by the po- 
lice following Chung's story thiit ho 
saw Leon strangling the young W'onnm. 
Chung's reluctance In telling the facts 
was evident. His .first Intention to 
deny that ho knew anything nt all 
about 'the murder and his extraordi- 
nary Indifference as to tho terrible fate 
of the young missionary, all convince 
the police that the cool and wily Chi- 
naman has by no means told all he 
knows .about the murder. Further at- 
tempts to make him divulge thej;acts 
which the police most desire, those 
giving a clue to Leon's hiding place, 
will be made.

Jal)anese, two Brlti.sh and four C'hln- 
ose. A large number of the Japanese 
who arrived were naturalized Cana- 
dians returning from ii trip home, 
while the remainder were women 
coming to meet their husbands who 
are already here.

Preston's Passage. 
, The manner in which the departure 
,0f "W. T. R. Preston, the former Cana- 
dian Trade Commissioner In Japan, Is 
regarded by the foreign press of that 
country Is exempllllfed by a leading 
Urtlcle which appears In the Kobe 
Herald received In the malls: It says 
-junder the caption "The Passing of 
'Mr. Preston:" 

'> With the 'arrival at Yokohama of 
Mr. \Y. T. R. Preston's successor as 
Canadian Trade t'oniml.ssloner, Mr. G. 
><\. Harris, it may bo hoped that an 
end has come to attempts on the part 
of a rei)resentuti ve of the great Brit- 
ish colony to stir, u)) strife bc^tween 
the Japanese and foreign trader.s in 
tills country. With regard to tlic de- 
])aiting conunissioncr, who, we un- 
^ d'-'rstanci, is leaving Japan today, we 
iear that It Is Impossltile not to en- 
dorse a remark ina4e''by the Japan 
Mall t^t the outset of a leading article 
in Its Issue of yesterday, to the effect 
that "Mr. Preston does not take away 
with him the best wishes of all the 
foreign conununity." 

' That is an unfortunate truth which 
j\Ir. Preston's best friend cannot be 
In a position to deny. From the -same 
article, we note that the Japan Mall, 
despite the uncertainty of some of its 
early utterance.s on tliu subject, has 
now (pilti^ niade up it.s mind as to tiic 
unwi.silom of Mr. Preston's campaign. 
AVe may quote the following passage: 
"What a section of the foreign com- 
munity complained of with regard to 
Mr. Preston was that. In his advocacy 
of direct trade between Canada and 
Japan, he used language which seemed 
to reflect upon the competence of tho 
foreign middleman. Jlr. Preston 
cauie to Japan expressly to promote 
Canadian interests. If in carrying 
out ills mission he Judged that the 
best way to increase the volume of 
commerce between Canada and Japan 
was to eliminate the foreign middle- 
man at the treaty ])ort3 and to en- 
courage direct dealings between the 
Canadian consumer and the Japanese 
•producer and vice versa, be was not 
only perfectly entitled to advocate 
that course but also it was his duty 
to do so. The leading foreign resi- 
dents of the treaty ports have never 
shown any disposition to repudiate 
that view of the case. But in addi- 
tion to the fact that as practical mer- 
chants they believe the middleman's 
role to be Ju.st as essential as the roles 
of the producer and the consumor, 
there was the fact, that, however Mr. 
I'reston may have desired to avoid

So far, so good The case against 
Mr Preston's object and methods 
could hardly be better or more mod- 
erately put.

liy his doings is due largely. It not

forthcoming— made, by Mr. Preston on 
the Board of Trade at this port?

STEAMER COMING 

TO REPLACE GEORGIA 



Will Be.Broiight From England in Few 
months — Mexican 'Liner 
Sails" Today 



To eclipse the performance made by 
the C. P.' R. steamer V Princess Vic- 
toria on Tuesday .When she mado thb 
trip from Seattle- iiere in exactly 
three hours '^tinj four minutes, tho 
Princess- Ch'arlotte-'waS. speeded up 
yesterday ji'fternpon. and tho splendi(^ 
new "ferry " steanier/ succeeded In cllpi- 
ping one rtilriute' off this time, mak'; 
ing tho run from Brotcrile Ledge tb 
l''our Mile Rock .In 3 hours and 3 mln'-^ 
utos, Ca])t. J.W. Troup, supornltendent 
of tho C P. K.. Coasi S. S. Company 
was' aboard!'-. Tho ^Princess Charlotte 
is now entltfed -to the "blue rljjbon of 
the ferry route. ' 

On Tuesday the .Princos.s Victoria 
clipped leu minutes- off tlu' iirevlou.-i 
best time' between Seattle and here, 
adding yet another to the many speed 
launrels whicli she has gained oii 
this coast. Leaving tho Sound City 
at 0.5 a. m. on Tuesday tho C. P. 11'. 
flyer experienced some dilllculty in 
clearing tho numerous buoys before 
she reached the Four .Mllo Hock at 
9.20 a. m. Then full speed ahead was 
sounded and travelling for tho great- 
er portion of the cHstunce at fully 26 
miles an hour she i-eached Brotchio 
Ledge at 12.24 d. m., having completed 
the distance over which records are 
usually reckoned In exactly 3 hours' 
and 4 minutes. By the tlmt Brotchle 
Ledge was reached a low tide prevallr 
cd and speed was slackened, tho ves. 
sel tying up at the C. P. B. wharf at 
12.24 p. m. i. 

Immediately after this performance 
a huge placard, with the legend,' 
"Record— 8 hours, 4 minutes," was 
aflixed oh the 'stem of the Princess 
■Victoria. This was seen by thos'e 
aboard tho Princess Charlotte when 
the vessels passed each other In thb 
Straits of Georgia on Tuesday after- 
noon. Captain Troup decided that 
the Charlotte should make an eitort to 
lower tho record and all preparations 
were made yesterday afternoon. At 
tho C. P. R. wharf the greatest ex- 
citement prevailed before the Char- 
lotte pulled out of port. Large bets 
were posted between the members of 
the rival crews, and a few minutes 
after 5 p. m. tho Charlotte shot out 
o{ the harbor on record breaking 
bent. A brief message from Seattle to 
the Colonist last night rejiorted that 
the time between Brotchle Ledge and 
Four Mile Rock was three hours and 
three minutes and today the Princess 
'Victoria is minub one record which 
she has held for many years paa'U 



To rcplaco tho steatner. Georgia, 
which will sail today for. Salina Cruz 
and way porta a steam'or will be 
brought U-om England by the Can- 
adian-Mexican line before November, 
according to a ^statement made by 
Capt. Worsnop, manager of the line 
to a Colonist reporter. Capt. AVor.s- 
nop said: 

"Wo have four steamers in view 
from which one will be clioscn for thl.s 
service. Whichever can be brouglit 
to this const most advantageously will 
be sent, and will reach Victoria ]irc)b- 
ably about next November.

Re Poisoned Lettuce ' : 

Sir: In your issue of this morning 
re lettuce carrying ])olson through be- 
ing sprinkled with paris green, said 
Paris green is a deadly poison and 
contains about 50 per cent of pure ar- 
senic and Is highly dangerous to an- 
imals of every kind and degree. 

Last year I sent to one of the mem- 
bers of the provincial government an 
extract fri.ni a British paiier which 
pro\'ed that en a i)lece of ground 
sprayed with iiaris green six months 
before, at which thne tlie arsenic crys- 
tals were (pilte dangcn-ous, and were 
picked up by the poultry on the estate 
and all died, ti\e cause of death being 
proved by an Edinburgh professor who 
was consullod aa to the cause of 
death, to be due to the paris green. I 
alao told the same member of tho pro- 
vincial • government- that some .\ears 
before'.at Pbrtadown, Ireland, some 
cabbage which woro sprayed witli 
bordeaux mixture led to seveial of the 
inhabitants of that town being i)ois- 
oned. I think It right to bring these 
facts under the notice of the public 
as In many of the gardens and or- 
chards in and around \';etoria it is 
quite connnon to grow green food- 
stuffs for man and animals under and 
around the trees, ami llu'U the gov- 
ernments luslstH on these trees being 
spraved with the aliov.. and other 
poisonous substances to the very 
great dangi-r of liiuuan life, arsenic 
ibelug espe.'ially 'oad as It is in a dan- 
gerous coiuUtion for m:iny v-ears, and 
the repeated vearly spraying will ren- 
der many a iioultry ranch quite use- 
less. Tlio government should u.ho 
other ways of killing Insects and Im- 
proving orchards which can easily be 

done and at no risk.

RACE UP COAST 

Col. E. L. Drake and f/iaverick Voy- 
aged From Golden Gate to 
Seattle Within Siglit 

Ending a clo.se race from San 
Francisco llie oil tankers (.'olonel 10. 
Drake and Maverick arrived at .Seattle 
witlilu sight of each other. Tho tank- 
ers left San Francisco at the same 
hour, kept almost within speaking dis- 
tance the entire passage, passed each 
other twice and when they came into 
port the Maverick was loading by 
only a few feet. Ofllcers of the Dr.ake 
claim that they lost 30 minutes at sea 
by reason of slight repairs to tlie ma- 
chinery. Otherwise tlioy deehire, the 
Drake would have led the way into 
Seattle.

It Is a mistake to think that iced 
tea can bo cooled by a few lumps in 
tlie pitcher. There must.!:.=:.be.v either 
cracked or shaved ice In glasses to 
make It paUi table. , v , 

Lemon is also better added before 
the meal than at 11. The usual way 
is to pass a section of lemon to each

NIGHT SIGNAL LIGHTS 

) SEENJWENTY MILES 

An Important invention for night 
sliinalllng is being used In Australian 
waters Leslie It. Sundcrcombe, sec- 
ond olllcer of the steamer Grantala, 
has invented a signal lamp which is 
now In use on 43 vessels and a num- 
ber of lighthouses.; Mr. Sundercombc 
has combined his knowledge of sea 
conditions with an Intimate acciualnt- 
ance of the Hignal process, and his 
lamp can, in consequence, be u.sed 
with effective results on the blackest 
of nights without interfering with a 
vessel's lookout. 

He said: "All seamen know that a 
ship's lights are usually seen from a 
distance of a few miles na a mere 
bunch of llght.s.

Victoria may look for an iii(lu:x of 
horsemen and horses from Salt Lake 
within the next few days. From all 
accounts the ill-starred meotlng In tho 
Mormon city was even more of a frost 
than was at first reported, breaking 
up in a battle royal between the sev- 
eral factions. 

A Salt Lake pai)er says: 
Race iiorse of the common or gar- 
den varictv will bo sold at 10 cents a 
dozen, more or less, at tlie close of tho 
meet next week by owners of feed and 
grocery stores, who will be forced into 
seizing them for feed bills. 

Horsemen who. brought their stables 
here on the oft-repeated assurance of 
W. W. Finn, \V. H. Gleason and J. W. 
Rice that there would be forty days of 
racing -herej- with a fall meet of twenty 
days, are loud in the denunciation of 
these men who, they claim, induced 
them to come here under false pre- 
tences. 

. Thoy decl.trc that Finn and Gleason 
are directly responsible for the action 
of J. O.' McDonald in refusing to ck- 
tend tiie lease, inasmuch as their gross 
mismanagement of the meet has been 
the sole cause of complaint on tho part 
of the residents of Salt Luke against 
the races. , . . . 

"\Ve came here in good faltb," said 
one prominent horseman. "Wb . w ere 
assured by letters and by advertise- 
ments inserted in .eastoijn and 
western sporting journals that, there 
would ijo forty days of racinp. here. 
Now we are cut off from competing 
for over $15,000 in purses because 
Finn, Gleason and Rice clioose to get 
In bad -with the public. They lose 
nothing. Tlu; bunch lias been grali- 
liing off a big bundle each day and is 
sa'tisllod.. We undorstootl tho iieoiile 
of Utah wanted races', .but I cannot 
blarhe .them If they refuse to stand 
for thc-game as it is conducted by the 
people who have charge of It now." 
Things Misrepresented. 
It is estimated tlial many horse own- 
ers who were d(!pondin.g on a cham-e 
at tho $15,000 in jiurses which have 
been cut olf, and whidi include two 
stake ev<-nts- of $1,000 each for July 4 
and 7, will be forced to leave part of 
their stables hero as security for feed 
bills. A number say they would not 
have como here at all except that they 
were told outright that there would be 
forty days of racin,?. 

l'"lnn, Gleason and Rice are entirely 
blamed for the sentiment created 
against racing in .Salt Lake. 

That the people of Salt Lake have 
been thus inliicted is due to the Inllu- 
eiicu of Senator Reed Sinoot. It seems 
tluit .wlien the fiuestion of racing lirst 
came up, early in tiie i)resent year, two 
well known local horsemen had bids in 
tor the lease of tlie track. 

One of tliem has large prcjperty hold- 
ing In the city and is in every way 
tiualliled to licild a niiH-ting that would 
satisfy the jieoplo Tiie otiier, who lias 
oHiciateil 111 uuiiierous meets, nut only 
to tlio satisfaction of the iiubllc, but to 
tho liorseriien and bookmakers as well, 
is not as rich in this world's goods, 
but because of Ids high reputation as 
being absolutely on the square, .had, ho 
tays, been promised^ the managiment. 

.Entering Into tl)e' scheme of things 
came J. W. Rice, W. ^V- Finn and AV. 
H. Gleason. . 

Rico iia'd conducted a poolroom in 
New York under the patronage of "big 
Tim" Sullivan, one. of tho chiefs of 
Tammany Hall. Rico went to -Sullivan 
at tho request of Finn and Gleason, 
and with the promise of a "out In" got 
Sullivan to see Smoot.' 'I'ho result was 
that jtist as the lease was about to be 
awarded to ono-of 'thb two Salt l.,:ike 
men a telegram ^yas received telling 
tho local authorities to do notliing un- 
til • thoy -heard- further fro-m' Senator 
Sinoot or President Joseph P.- Smith, 
will) was ,at the time in Honolulu. A 
cablegram containing tlie same mes- 
sage, it Is understobd, vv^as received 
later from President Smith. It all 
ended In Finn, Gleason and Rice, three 
oiitsiders, getting a lease and thereby 
permission through tho heads of the 
clnircli and state in Utah, to /,'o ua tar 
as they liked. 

Judging from the uproar which their 
management has caused, "they liave 
went." Ra<;ing under other managi - 
nfent in previous years never came in 
for im.v eriticisni, iiut since the advent 
of till! trio, iKJisemei), bookmakers and 
the public join in denouncing, not only 
the three in (juestion, but a fair asso- 
ciation, admittedly controlled by the 
cluirch, which, after bringing in tliose 
men to manage the meeting, calmly 
works a great hardship on a number of 
Innocent people .who. came hero in good 
fnitii and arc in no. wise to blame for 
tho mismanagement of__affalrs which 
was Inliicted upon theth' by the samb 
fair association.

Thpugli the Royal Aciidumy. banquet 
wltliout Hpeoehes was a decided inno- 
vation, the now fashion has not -found 
man.v. lollowers, .,apcordlng- \to ' the 
A\"et;tminHetor .Gazette. ■ "Toasts" are 
hardly llUely to over go out of fashion. 
Compared to wliat they were in tho 
times of our great gi-and- fathers, we 
have reduced thom to small propor- 
tions. Wlicn they drank a man's 
healthy they offered lilm tiielr glasses 
and drank to each otlier out' of one an- 
other's glasses, instead ' of merely 
touching tliein, ^asj .V'o do, and as ope 
wa» e-xjiecte'd to toast everyljody wlio 
was present a goOtV deal of drinking 
whs incumbent upon, one. 

'With old Kngllali , (lrini<s toasts' used 
to bo ser\"ed_. 11 was generaUy served

According, to till s account, the 
expression came into vogue from an in- 
cident which occurred one day at Bath 
in tlic time of Charles the Second, 
witon it wa.-s the .custom, it seems,- for 
people to take the waters, in public, 
and to Hit In the baths arrayed In elab- 
orate costumes, and to converse and 
groot their friends as at an ordinary 
a.sspmhiy.

Men 
u t-ro not Infreiiucntiy punisiiod by. im- 
prisonment for refusing to drink the 
King's healHi. , The Royalist, of course', 
gilt over the didlculty by drinking to 
the King with a mental reservation, 
wliich they Indlcafpd by passing tlioir 
glass over a bowl of water; sometimes, 
indeed, liolding a glass of water, in the 
lift "liand, and passing tiicir wineglass 
over it before drinking. George at a 
masqu'-rade once Invited a lady to 
drink with him, iuid escorted lier . to 
tlie sideboard and lumded her a glass 
of wliK^. She alono of all those who 
were present was ignorant of the iden- 
tity of her partner, and to tlie gen- 
eral consternation she reiiucsted the 
King to drink witli her to the Pre- 
tender. His Majesty respondfed . gal- 
lantly: "With all my heart. I; am al- 
w-ays read.v to drink the health of 'un- 
fortunate Princes." ■ 

Meaning of a Left-Handed Toast. 
A left-handed toast — a . toast, .that Is. 
wliicli is drunk fniin. a plass hokl in 
the left hand — is considered to bo tan- 
tamount to jironouncing ii curse upon 
the individual mcntionod. There -is a 
case upon record of a certain dergy-
